REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


—— ee SS 


The following report of the schools in town for the year end- 
ing March 11, 1879, is respectfully submitted. Report by dis- 
trict. | 

Disrricr No. 1.—Moses C. Collins, Prudential Committee. 
Fall term commenced by Miss Lizzie L. Brown. Miss Brown 
is a faithful teacher, and very soon wins the esteem of her pu- 
pils. After four weeks she was called to another school, and 
Miss Alice V. Trow took her place for two weeks, when, on ac- 
count of sickness, she too left the school. No doubt the pro- 
gress was good, considering the brokenness of the term. 


District No, 2.—Tharron Gillingham, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term of six weeks, and fall term of seven weeks, 
taught by Miss Nellie L. Rowe. Miss Rowe labored in a quiet. 
way and accomplished much good. The scholars seemed to 
have a desire to ubey,and do their best to learn. It seems that 
this school could be benefited by occasional visits from the pa- 
' rents, to the encouragement of both teacher and scholars. 


Disrricr No. 3.—Enos 8. Woodward, Prudential Committee. — 

Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Clara L. Dodge. 
Having taught this school before the teacher commenced the 
work in earnest at once. Good progress was made. The ‘schol- 
ars in first and second readers were especially forward, answer- 
ing many questions in all the common school branches. 


Winter term commenced on trial by Miss Hattie Page, who, 
through advice, went away the first week. 

The winter term of eight weeks taught by George P. Fowler. 
This school at the close seemed to be in a very prosperous con- 
dition. ‘The first class in arithmetic excel. J was well satisfied 
with the school, and, as far as can be learned, both parents and 
scholars speak of this as a very successful term. | 


Disrricr No. 4.—Mrs. Oliver Perkins, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term of twelve weeks taught by Miss Mira A. 
Perkins. This school was very small in numbers, also in stat- 
ure. Under Miss Perkin’s care they improved much in disei- 
pline and in knowledge. 


District No. 5.—Benjamin R. Morse, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term of ten weeks, taught by Miss Alice V. 
Trow. This term, I think, has given: conclusive proof to all 
that Miss Trow is an excellent teacher. Her stay in the 
school-room means work, and not simply to pass away tbe time. 

Winter term of ten weeks tauglit by John McCrillis. 

Mr. McCrillis is a young man of ability, but without previous 
experience in teaching. Am sorry to say he failed to win all 
the esteem’ from the pupils that was desired. The scholars 
claimed that the teacher made them sit straight and get their 
lessons without fail. 

The register shows me that up to examimation only one par- 
ent had visited school. After making three visits to this school 
and finding everything in complete order, I can but regret that 
the parents know so little about this school. 

Second winter term of six weeks taught by R. Morris Dow- 
ling. This school has been keeping four weeks, and has two 
more weeks. 

Can not now note the progress made, but can say that the 
number of scholars seem to be kept pretty good, and quiet 
seems to reign. 


Disrricr No. 6.—Wellington Flanders, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term of twelve weeks and winter term of twelve

weeks, taught by Miss Mary J. Eaton. This closes Miss . 
Eaton’s fifth term in this district. It seems that she deserves 
and has the united support of scholars and parents. Too 
much cannot be said of her success in teaching. 


District No. 7.—Edmund P. Dodge, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer and fall terms of ten weeks each, taught by Miss , 
Belle C. Shaw. This was her first attempt at teaching. She 
went to work in a modest, unassuming way, and the examina- 
tion of first term was very good, showing to all that the term — 
had been a success. 

The second term there were complaints from some, but most 
of the reasons for finding fault were groundless. ‘Can , pro- 
nounce her capable of both managing and teaching in our 
common schools. | 


District No. 8.—Benjamin F. Chandler, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer term of five weeks and fall term of eight. 
weeks taught by Miss Carrie M. Montgomery. The summer 
term begun under very favorable circumstances. It had as 
many scholars as any school in town, and a teacher who seemed 
to be interested in the welfare of the school. But after five 
weeks it was brought to a close on account of sickness among 
the scholars. 

The examination of second term was quite satisfactory. The 
progress in studies was good. If any improvement could have 
been suggested, it would be for a little more stringent discipline. 


Disrricr No. 9.—Jeremiah D. Perkins, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term of six weeks, taught by Miss Lottie L. 
Twiss. This term had quite irregular attendance, and it 
seemed to lack animation. One of the scholars was neither 
absent nor tardy, and made good progress. Sickness in former 
part of the term perhaps ae the interest. 

Winter term of fifteen weeks taught by Miss Lillie M. Whit 
ney. Miss Whitney is a very highly educated young lady, and 
at the commencement of the term I was impressed that this 
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would be a term of profit to all. Sickness prevented me from 
visiting the school at the close. 


District No. 10.—James Craig, Prudential Committee. 
Fall term of fifteen weeks taught by Miss Mira A. Perkins. 
She has had little experience in teaching, but seems to be per- 


- fectly at home in the school-room. The success of this term 


can be attributed to nothing else than an earnest work on the 
part of both teacher and scholars. 


Disrricr No. 11.—William S. Hart, Prudential Committee. 
Fall term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Alice V. Trow. This 
is the third year this school has been under Miss Trow’s man- 
agement, and it seems that now, as in the past, the district is 
united in her support. The scholars are well advanced, consid- 
ering the amount of schooling. 


Districr No. 13.—Harris F. Russell, Prudential Committee. 
Summer term of nine weeks taught by Miss Carrie H. Cooper. 
This being Miss Cooper’s first term she lacked that great help, 
experience; but having a pleasant school, and laboring in a 
mild and earnest way, accomplished much good. 

Winter term of eleven weeks taught by Miss Carrie A. Mar- 
tin. The teacher and scholars having labored together several 
previous terms, commenced their work at once. The progress 
was rapid and real.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In reporting the schools by district I have tried to be brief as 
possible, but hope the words used will have due weight. It is 
with pleasure that I can congratulate the people of our town - 
on having severai excellent terms of school the past year. We 
cannot expect every teacher to reach that pomt of excellence 
attained by some.. Advantages of much previous experience, 
of wider intellectual culture, of natural adaptation to teaching, 
aud the support of an appreciative district, are some of the rea 
sons for our best schools; but if some of these points are want- 
ing, if there is an honest and true endeavor made on the part of 
the teacher, I think it far better for every true citizen to render 
what aid and influence they can in favor of the school, than to 
look on with cold indifference, or perhaps open hostility. 
The cordial support of the district will often enable the teacher 
to triumph over every difficulty, while on the other hand, the 
opposition of the district will often thwart her utmost endeav- 
ors. 

The Prudential Committees, I think, have almost invariably 
shown good judgment in selecting teachers the past year, for 
which they have my thanks. 

Five schools have been under the same management as last 
year. Four teachers never taught before. It is, I think, a very 
good plan where we can, to have experienced teachers; but it 
would be far from my thoughts to refuse a person a chance to 


try if their education was sufficient, and they possessed stability 
of character. It seems that this point should not be over- 
looked; that the teacher selected should have a character 
worthy the imitation of the scholars; then we have reason to 
hope that harmony, union and strength will reign. 

Through all the schools there has been one prevailing motive 
with me to do what I could to help stimulate « deeper’ interest 
in that important subject, “The pursuit of knowledge,” knowing 
that with enlargement of knowledge comes improvement of in- 
dividual character and exaltation of social and national happi- 
ness. 

Upon the education of the young rest tne lasting principles 
of our country and its noble features, our free common schools. 

In discharging my duties I have endeavored to be unswerved 
by any influence from bidding all a hearty welcome to equality 
in the fullest extent of the word. 

In closing, I would express my sincere thanks for the gener- 
ous support I have received.
